Were you Eye or Ear-Witneſles of 
theſe Geſtures ?

God's dreadfnal Power and 
Preſence can make all Dread and Tremble 
and Bow before it, even both good Men 
and bad Men, yea and Devils alfo ; yet 
the Power 1s the ſame that's over all. 
Wicked Men and Devils have been fome- 
times terrified by ir, and made to tremble 
for fear of his Wrath, becanfe of their 
guilt of Iniquity ; and good Men and 
Women have inan humble and a contrite 
Heart and Spirit, Trembled in a Holy 
Reverence zad Senſe of the Preſence and

To deem them Impoſtors that ſay 
Chriſt is within thee or them, is to ren- 
der the Holy Apoſtles Impoſtors, who 
preached Chr;## within the Word, mph in 
thy Heart, Rom. 10. 6, 7,8. ( which 
therefore was uot ſeparate from them, 
and only at a Diſtance ) yea and to ren- 
der your felves alſo Impoſtors, who have 
confeſſed the ſame Truth of Chriſt within, 
P. 22, 23, 69. from 2 Cor. 13. 5. 1 Cor. 


'6. 19. 2 Cor. 5. 17. Eph. 2.22. fohn 16. 


7. Alts 5. 32, Thus yon Anabaptiſt 
Preachers have contradifted your ſelves, 
as well as ſhewn your Antichriſtian Spirit 
againſt Chriſt within; and that you are 
blind Guides, and felt-contradictory 
Oppoſers of the Myſtery of Chriſt, as 
well as Defamers of us for his ſake. 

You moſt ſhamefally belie the People 
called Quakers in your Compariſon, p. 18. 
where you ſay, The Names they (4. e, the 
Quakers ) give the Holy Scriptures, Viz. 
16 better than an Old Almanack, Precepts 
and Traditions of Men, &C. 

Pray where do they ( that 1s, the Peo- 
ple called Quakers) give the Holy Scrip- 
cures thoſe Names you charge upon them? 
They are ſach groſs, notorious, old Lyes, 
that it is high Time for you to be hor- 
ribly aſhamed thereof, as they are quite 
out of date with all ſober minded People 
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that know us; ſo we doubt not but you, 
who are now the Promoters thereof, will 
be as much out of Credit as the firſt Fo- 
menters, have long been. 

You abuſe and wrong us about the 
Titles of our Books ( as if higher than we 
£ive to the Holy Scriptures) perverting them 
by leaving out the Explanatory part of 
the Titles; as for inſtance [ A true and 
Everleſting Rule ] being the firſt Words 
of the Title, you leave out the next fol- 
lowing in the ſame Sentence, viz. [_ from 
God diſcovered] thus you deal very diſin- 
genvouſly by them and others. ÞP.18,c. 

We know none among us that call 
the Holy Scriptures, a Dead or Carnal 
Letter, nor do we own the Words. 
By the Holy Scriptures we intend the Holy 
Teſtimonies and Dofrin of Faith and Pra- 
tice therein contained, which is both Liv- 
ing and Spiritual to them that are alive 
unto God in Chriſt. Though the out- 
ward Letter or Writing in it ſelf alone 
be Dead, the Holy Matter contained in 
it is Living, to them that are Living and 
Spiritual. There is the Lerrer of the 
Shadows of the Law and Old Covenant, 
which is aboliſhed by Chriſt, and there- 
fore Dead. And all Shadows and Carnal 
Ordinances, comparatively, are but dead 
Letter. When Pal preferred the New- 
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»c/s of the Spirit to the Oldneſs of the Letter, 
and the Miniſtry of the Spirit above the 
Letter ;, this was not to flight: or contemn 
the Holy Scriptures: No more do we in 
allowing the Holy Spirit, the ſame Pre- 
ference which the Scripture allows. More- 
over to them that are. Dead to the Spirit, 
to God and Chriſt, the Scripture is Dead, 
the Words therein are Dead, and even 
the Spiritual Living Miniſtry is Dead as 
to them ; The Savour of Death unto Death, 
in them that Periſh; but the Savour of Life 
unto Life in them that are Saved. As the 
meer Characters or Letters, as written in 
Paper and Ink, have no Sound nor Voyce 
till Sound be given them by the Reader ; 
ſo, the Words contained in them, or 
Preaching from them, have no Life, but 
as the Spirit gives It, without which all 
Preaching is Dead and Fruitleſs. I am 
perſuaded in Conſcience, That in theſe 
things our Fricnds real Intentions in their 
Writings is explained (and never to 
contemn the Holy Scriprzryes ). and our Ad- 
verſaries hard and ill Conſtruftions an- 
ſwered. And though the Holy Spirit, 
from whence the Holy Scriptures pro- 
ceeded be of itſelf 4! ſufficient to guide 
in all the Ways of God both with and without 
the harkatioves (or where they are not 
ja Writing ) this is nat to contemn or 
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flight them where they are; bnt to uſe 
them with the help of the ſame Spirir, 
rightly to underſtand and praftiſe them : 
It bring the Inipiration of the Almighty that 
2veth UnderFanding of the Mind and Wall 
of God, and without which the Scriptures 
cannot be truly underſtood. It was from 
the ſame Inſpiration ( or Spirit of God ) 
the Holy Scriptures firſt came ; and from 
thence they had their Authority and real 
Credit. And by no other Argument or 
Demonſtration can the Divine Authority 
of Holy Scriptures be effe&ually proved 
or evinced, to ſuch as queſtion their Au- 
thority, but by the ſame Holy Spirit of 
God in Man, bearing Witneſs to the 
Truths therein contained. It muſt be 
ſomething ſuperior to the Scriptures, that 
muſt ſo prove their Divine Authority to 
them that queſtion the ſame, which we do 
not at all, bleſſed be God ; and therefore 
Challenge theſe Adverſarics E. Paye and 
W. Alcort to prove, that the People called 
Ouakers, or any Perſons continuing in So» 
ciety with them, do ſay, The Holy Scriptare 
15 but a dead carnal Letter, or that ſo call the 
DoErins or Teſtimonies therein contained; tor 

we politively deny any ſuch Expreſlions. 
More alſo, that theſe Adverſaries have 
apparently perverted and wronged George 
IVLitchead's Words, both in Citation and 
Con- 
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Conſtruction, about the Holy Scriptures 
and the Perſon of Chriſt,p. 11, 12.and 22; 
And likewiſe groſly Abuſed, Wrong'd 
and Miſcharged 'G. Fox, James Parnell, 
G. Keith, foully perverting and miſcon- 
ſ{truing their Words, p. 28, 41, 42, 43z 
44, 45, 46, 47,59 And they have alſo 
Abuſed, Vilified, Defamed and Wrong- 
ed, W.-Smith, Hd. Smith, J. Naylor, 
E. Buyryoughs, Iſanc Pennington, S. Crip, 
W. P.and others, Men of better Fame and 
Repnte than themſelves, and more Righte- 
ous and Innocent than their Defamers. 

Now 1 would ſeriouſly enquire of you 
William” Aicott and Henry Loader, - 

1. Was. Edward Paye deputed and ap- 
proved 'by your Congregation, or any 
ſele& Aſſembly of Elders or Miniſters of 
the Baptized People or Churches, to 
Write: and Publiſh his ſaid Book againſt 
the People called Quakers ? Or did he do 
it on his own Authority and Head, with 
your Approbation only ? 

2. What Miniſters or Elders of your 
Churches, beſides your ſelves, did peruſe 
and approve of Edward Paye's ſaid Book 
before Printed, and of the Printing 
thereof, to defame us as a People ? 

3. Is the faid Edward Paye indeed 
eſteemed among you and your Society a 
z00d Chriſtian, a Perſon of a Godly and 
Sober Converſation, of ſound Judgment 
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Piety and Parts, meet to manage Matters 
of Controverhe about Religion ? 

 4- Do you intend to ſtand by him the 
ſaid Edward Paye, in all the Matters that 
he has Written in Charge, both againſt 
certain Perſons and againſt the People 
called Quakers, in his Book? 

Pray give us your direct and plain An- 
ſwer to theſe Queſtions; the Reaſon 
whereof heing, 1. That Edward Paye 
and you alſo have concerned us as a Peo- 
ple, in your ſevere and unjuſt Accuſati- 
ons, in his and your Book. 2. That 
we have an Anſwer drawn up more Com- 
prehenfive and Particular, reſerved for 
Publication, if we may find a farther 
Occaſion or Neceſlity for it. Therefore 
"is but equal and reaſonable you ſhould he 
io Ingenuous, as to tell vs plainly, whe- 
ther your ſaid Book with our Anſwer may 
affe&t your ſelves only, or your whole 
Society of People; ſeeing it affets us as 
a whole Society of People. If your Book 
againſt us, be only your own private 
A& whoſe Names are to it, and not more 
generally owned, nor ſtood by among 
your People; we would be ſo juſt as not to 
reflect it on your whole Society or People,

falſe Charges, and manifold Abu- 
ſes and Calumnies, contained in your ſaid 
Book,i.e. Antichriſt in Spirit, & to anticipate 
farther Objetions-on the Matters herein. 

We ſincerely Profeſs and Declare 
in the Sight of God and Men, that 
we do faithfully Believe and Frofeſs, 
That the Holy Scriptures of the Old and 
New Teſtament were given by Divine In- 
Spiration : And that the three Divize Wits 
neſſes in Heaven above, namely, the Fa- 
ther, Son and Holy Ghoſt, are. one True 
and Eternal God, Bleſſed for evermore, 
whoſe Omnipreſence and Omnipotency, 
wealſo Believe and Profels. 

And the Divinity and Humanity or Man- 
hood of our Bleſſed Lord and Saviour 
Jeſus Chriſt, the Eternal Word of God : 
And that in the fulneſs of time he took 
Fleſh, being Miraculouſly Conceived by 
the Holy Ghoſt and Born of the Virgin 
Mary, and ſuffered the cruel Death of rhe 
Croſs, as an Univerſal Offering and Sa- 
crifice both in his Body and Blood ſhed 
thereon, for the Sins of the whole World, 
and was Buried, and Roſe again the third 
Day, and Viſibly Aſcended ( was ſeen in 
his Aſcending ) and paſſed into Heaven 
and Glory : And that he Aſcended far 
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above all Heavens, that he might fill all 
Fhings : And that by his Suffering and 
Sacrifice he hath obtained Eternal Redem- 
-ption for us, which through Faith in his 
Name and Power, true Repentance and 
Converſion, we livingly receive and effe- 
. CEtually partake of. 

That we are not Pardoned, Juſtified, 
Redeemed or Saved by oor own Righte- 
reouineſs, Works, Merits or Deſervy- 
ings ; but by the Righteouſneſs, Merits 
and Works, of this our Bleſſed Lord and 
Saviour Jeſus Chriſt, being both impart- 
ed and imputed to us, as he is of God 
made unto us Wiſdom, Righteouſneſs, 
Sanctification and Redemption. Our 
Reconciliation , - Redemption , Pardon, 
Sandtification and Juſtification, having 
reſpet both to his ſuffering Death and 
Blood upon the Croſs: ( As the one 
Peace - Offering and Sacrifice, and as 
vur High Prieſt, thereby making At- 
conement and Reconciliation for us , 
and giving himſelf a Ranſom for all 
Mankind.) And alſo to the effeQtual ſaving 
Work of his Grace and good Spirit within 
us, bringing us to experience true Re- 
peftitance, Regeneration and the new 
Birth, - wherein we partake of the Fellow- 
nin of Chriſt's Suferings and Power of 
is Reſurrection, 
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In which Grace we ought to perſevere 
in newnefs of Life and fairhful Obedience 
unto him, unto the end that we may be 
Heirs of 'the Eternal Salvation, 'which 
Chriſt is the Author of.—We fincerely 
Believealſo, That the Mar Chriſt Feſws is 
the only Mediator between God and Men, 
our Interceſſor and Advocate - with the 
Father ; and that he exerciſeth his King- 
ly Office, and his Prieſtly and Propheti- 
cal Office in his Kingdom and Church 
here on Earth, wherein he Governs, and 
plentifully affords both Immediate Inſpi- 
ration and Inſtruction to his Faithful Fol- 
lowers, who walk in his Light to guide 
them intoall Truth ; and he that hath not 
the Spirit of Chriſt is none of his.—And 
that this ſame Lord Jeſus Chriſt, who 
dyed for all Men, enlightens every Man 
coming, into the World, and was and is 
the Light of the World, the Way, the 
Truth and the Life; and that the fawe 
Chriſt that was Crucified and put to 
Death, as concerning the Fleſh, and quick- 
ned by the Spirit and Power of the Fa- 
ther, he is Inwardly Revealed and Spi- 
ritually in the Hearts of True and Spiri- 
tual Believers, by his Boly Spirit, Life, 
Light and Grace : And that therefore his 
coming and appearing Outwardly z- the 
Fleſh and Inwardl; in the Spirit, cannor 

render 
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render him two Chriſts, but one and the 
ſame very Chriſt of God bleſſed for ever- 
more. 

Alſo the faving Baptiſm, which is, that 
of the Spirit and the Lord's Supper in 
his Charch and Kingdom, we believe and 
receive 1n him the Subſtance Spiritually , 
not apprehending onr ſelves bound to 
remain under any outward Shadow. or 
Type thercof in the clear Goſpel-day of 
Chriſt. 

The Immortality of the Sox! of Man, 
being Created in God's own Image, and 
Inſpired by him that formed Man. And 
the Reſurretion of th? Dead and Eternal 
Fudgment : And that every Man ſhall be 
reſerved in his own diſtin& Being for his 
due and future Reward ; the Wicked un- 
to the Day of Judgment, Deſtruction and 
Wrath ; but the Righteous unto Eternal 
Life and Glory, in their Spiritual Bodies 
like unto ChriſPs Glorious Body, where 
they ſhall be equal to the Angels of God 
in Heaven. Theſe Things we fincerely 
Believe and Profeſs according to Holy 
Scripture-Teſtimony , and as ſer forth 
therein, as the Lord is pleaſed to give ns 
Underſtanding thereof.-—Being ready 
and willing to give more large Account 
and Demcnitration of onr Holy and 


Chriſtian Profeſſion, as the Lord ſhall lay 
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a neceſſity upon us. And our Belief and 
Profeſſion of theſe Matters is not new to 
us, but according to that Light and Un- 
derſtanding we have received of the Lord 
and believed from the Beginning, fince we 
were a Suffering People gathered by him ; 
as alſo divers of our Ancient Friend's 
Miniſtry, Books and Writings, do more 
fully fignifie and demonſtrate.

To evince with what Conſciences theſe 
Anabaptiſts, E. Paye, W. Alcort and H.L. 
have writ againſt the Quakers, pray ob- 
ſerve theſe two or three Inſtances more.
